REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE ~ 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services 

For the Year 1964 


Public health nursing is a special kind of nursing 
concerned with prevention of disease, early detection ond 
prompt treatment of illness, rehabilitation and home care 
of patients. Your publis health nurse is a staff member 
of patients. Your public health nurse is a staff member 
medical direction to promote better family and commun- 
ity health. 

She assisted community leaders with planning and 
execution of health-teaching group activities. Examples 
of these were immunization clinics to offer protection 
against certain communicable diseases, programs for 
early detection of disease, health examination of the 
school age child, and child health conference for health 
supervision of the well infant and preschool age child. 
The school age child received health services at the 
school he attended in School Administrative District 
Number 3. 

Your public health nurse conferred with physicians, 
town officials, school personnel, welfare workers and 
others interested to provide for patients and for referral 
to the proper agency. She gave direct service to patients 
at home by giving guidance and counsel to them and 
their families, by helping them to follow medical direc- 
tion by teaching them self-care, or by teaching home 
nursing care to some other individual responsible for 
them.

The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS The general cash balance of $1,740.98 was _ 
on deposit in the Depositors Trust Company, Belfast, 
Maine at February 5, 1964. The change fund of $25.00 
was on hand. 


TOWN OF WALDO 29 


Taxes receivable totaling $3,012.41 consisted principally 
of current year accounts totaling $2,913.01. The remain- 
ing balance of $99.40 was for unpaid assessments 
dating from 1958. 


Other general fund assets included tax liens and tax 
aquired property amounting to $692.50 and $486.93 
respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES, AND SURPLUB........ Accounts 
payable totaling $92.92 represented $69.42 due the ex- 
cise tax collector and $23.50 due the tax collector. 


The appropriation accounts showed an unexpended bal- 
ance of $3,883.79, representing various operating account 
balances which are carried forward to the ensuing year 
in accordance with legal requirements and|or customary 
practice. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $1,996.11, a 
decrease of $794.38 for the year. The decrease was 
occasioned principally by transfers for specific current 
operations, less the net unexpended departmental bal- 
ance lapsed. 


tapi) FP UNDS.«..... Trust funds held by the town totaled 
$3,346.86 at the year end. This amount included principal 
accounts of $3,142.10 and unexpended income of $204.76. 
With the exception of $5.00 due from the general fund, 
the funds are invested in United States Government 
Bonds and time deposits in the Depositors Trust Comp- 
any, Belfast, Maine. 


GENERAL..Use of excise tax revenue and transfers from 
surplus for specific current operations were authorized 
by the townspeople.
